Whether dinner be at noon or night, 
mést housewives like to get the prep- 
aration of vegetables over in the 
morning and with few exceptions this 
may well be done. Tomatoes for salad 
are quickly scaldeit, chilled in cold 
water, drained and placed in the re- 
frigerator, then skins are ensily re 
moved later. 

Celery for salad or ¢ooking is piled 
together on a board. after washing, 
and cut into dice or strips with a 


sharp knife. It should never be chop- 
ped, or the strings will be much in 
evidence. Cut celery can be left. in 
cold water or wrapped in a wet cloth 
until required. Onions to be boiled 
or baked are easier to peel if they are 
first sealded for five minutes, then 
drained and covered with cold water. 
If peeled under water they are less 
apt te bother one’s eyes. ' 

Head lettuce is better immersed in 
cold water as soon as any wilted 
outer leaves are removed. Then al- 
low to drain and wrap in absorbent

Potatoes to be baked should be 
scrubbed with a stiff vegetable brush, 
so that the skins are edible—they 
make splendid roughage. To _ hoil, 
they can stand in eold water after 
washing. Most potato preparation 
eliminates peeling if a little fore- 
thought be practiced. Ten minutes’ 
boiling usually loosens the skins so 
that a plunge in cold water allows 
for’ their removal. hen they may 
finish boiling, for plain, creamed or 
mashed potatoes, or sliced at this 
stage for German fried or a scallop- 
ed dish. Use whole or halved with a 
roast for browned potatoes, 

Carrots, turnips, cabbage and 
beans may be, cut as desired, crisped 
in cold water and then wrapped in 
cloth until needed. Beets should be 
scrubbed well and then can stand in 
cold water until time for cooking. 
When the oven is to be in use for 
over an hour, try baking beets and 
see huw sweet is the -result. Winter 
squash must be washed well before 
cutting with a heavy butcher knife, 
nigled by the hammer. It is not 
harmed by standing some time if plac- 
ed in a covered kettle, then can be 
steamed or baked, as preterred. Peas 
should be placed in the ice box in a 
closed container, if shelled _ before- 
hand. Green corn should never be 
husked in advance and the market 
which offers it so prepared is mak- 
ing a big mistake. 

Fresh vegetables in abundance are 
advised for everyone, but for the 
kitchenette cook, neither space nor 
economy allow for the seasoning veg- 
etables so often desirable. It may be 
a new idea to somA that such veg- 
etables as onions, carrots and mush- 
rooms, all so helpful for flavor, cau 
be bought dried in convenient form 
for varied uses. An hour or two of

A FAR-FETCHED PLEA. 

With perfect fairness The Con- 
stitution printed yesterday the let- 
ter of counsel for the defense in 
one of the graft cases pending in 
the courts, for what it may be 
worth to the public as a protest 
against our insistence that the 
usual course of inordinate trial de- 
lays should not afflict such cases. 

We cannot allow the issue we 
raised impersonally and impartially 
to be shifted from a public evil to 
an alleged attack upon the court or 
a defendant. 

The whole gravamen of The Con-

¥Without questioning any one’s ac- 
tion leading to the postponement of a 
called graft case to a date next week, 
we do seriously call attention to the 
notorious history that trial delays 
upon technical and trivial pretexts 
have been a cancer and curse to our 
judicial systems from a time imme- 
morial. They clog and impede the 
courts and ‘hey cause the publie mind 
to fear that the course of justice is 
not always clear and clean. 

Counsel for the defense adroitly 
attempts to shift this comment 
from its own shoulders by en- 
deavoring to make it appear that 
‘t is a criticism of the court. It 
was not. 

What was written was within the 
'ndefeasible right of a public jour- 
nal fo comment upon transactions, 
in or out of court, that are invested 
with a broad and deep public in- 
terest in the prompt administration 
of right and justice. 

The Constitution will stick hard 
and fast to the main issue—the all 
too frequent abortion of public jus- 
tice by “technical and trivial pre- 
texts’? to delay trials and decisions.

OUR STAKE AT LONDON. 

One of the happiest and most 
profitable actions that could pres- 
ently happen to the people of the 
nations would be the amicable com- 
pletion of the five-power naval 
limitations agreement sought for in 
the assembling of the pending par- 
ley at London. 

With world leaders everywhere 
professing that wars as_ instru- 
ments of international settlements 
must be deemed renounced under 
the Kellogg-Briand pact, there ought 
to be, in the opinion of tax-paying 
laymen in all lands, an open way 
for the London negotiators to lift 
the burdens of excessive naval ex- 
penses from the bowed backs of 
their people. 

In pursuit of that universally 
prayed for relief our American dele- 
gates should stick at London to the 
end and be the last of any to put 
on their hats and leave the confer- 
ence chamber.

Changes of government, as occurred 
recently in France, are costly items 
to the taxpayers. For not only docs 
everyone of the 34 ministers aud un- 


der secretaries of the Chautemps zov- 
ernment, which was in office only 
three days, receive a full month's pay, 
but all of them are entitled to pen- 
sions, according to law. The Tardieu 
government was overthrown on Feb- 
ruary 17, the Chautemps government 
came in ten days later, then Tardieu 
came back again. So instead of pay- 
ing one set of ministers during that 
month, the treasury has to pay three 
sets a full month’s pay as the second 
Tardieu crew differed considerably 
from the first. To this another sine- 
cure is added for some of them. Any 
man who has been minister of pub- 
lic imstruction, if only for 24 hours 
in his life receives a free admission 
card to all the state-subsidized the- 
aters,. of which there are five in Paris; 
the opera, the opera-comique, 
Comedie Francaise, the Odeon and the 
Theater National du Trocadero. In 
th: same way any man who has been 
minister of public works, gets a free 
pass for life on all the railways. One 
gentleman, M. Daladier, has held both 
offices. He was minister of public 
instruction under M. Herriot in 124 
and minister of public works under 
M. Chautemps in February for three 
days. He retains the two above- 
named privileges for life. All the ex- 
ministers are entitled to pensions and 
they keep the title “Monsieur le Min- 
istre’ also for life. From which it 
will be seen that the saying that re- 
publics are ungrateful does not always 
hold good.

General Hellebaut, of the Belgian 
general staff, advises surrounding the 
fortress of Liege by a 15-mile ring of 
concrete dug-outs and other “invisible” 
fortifications, Generals Magline and 
Van Acker agree with him. They are 
in favor of reorganizing the entire de- 
fense system of the country. If their 
plans are accepted, and they will be, 
Belgium will haye to follow the ex- 
ample of France and dig deep into its 
pockets, and set a huge sum aside for 
a really up-to-date defense system. 
“The defense system will operate im- 
mediately upon declaration of war,” 
said General Galet. “Within a few 
days it will be strengthened by ‘x’ 
allied divisions.” How much the “x” 
stands for is the secret of the French 
and Helgian general staffs. In the 
meantime preparations are going for- 
ward. While a tremendous fuss was 
creater in the world with the publica- 
tion of secret French and _ Belgian 
plans by a Dutch newspaper last year, 
the very plans which that newspaper 
announced and which were indignant- 
ly denied by Brussels, are being car- 
ried out, In the next war Belgium is 
again to be the battlefield of the na- 
tions, and the rampar’ of France. A 
German attack on France as the Bel- 
gian generals talk about, could prob- 
ably not be stopped at the Belgian 
frontier. So Belgium will be invaded 
while the French get ready. It is a 
noble role to play, Belgium the ‘“Sa- 
yior of France” a second time. But 
the Flemish soldiers, who formed SO 
per cent of the army in 1914, have 
nething to expect from such another 
sacrifice. Their culture, language and 
entire national life is systematically 
being stunted and demoralized by the 
prefects of France who rule in Brus- 
sels. Their interests do not count. 
The result is a backward miserable 
people the like of which is not known 
in western Europe. Yet this people 
produced Beethoven and Rubens and 
the Flemish renaissance. ‘They lack 
not natural endowment, and not in 
courage.

I am a minister of a Protestant 
church, and what I want to know 
is how I can so convince my con- 
gregation of the truth of religion 
that they will not only hear but 
practice that truth? 

Your suggestion will be appre- 
ciated. 

No speaker, whatever he advocates, 
will convince others unless he is first 
convinced himself. No arguments, 
however cogent; no eloquence, however 
luminous, can so transmit truth to 
others that they will act upon it until 
that truth has become a part of the 
advocate’s own being. Books on all 
aspects of religion were never so plen- 
tiful as now. They have elucidated 
innumerable difficulties, removed 
countless misapprehensions and freed 
inquiring minds of many embarrass- 
ments, 

But the fact remains that your pred- 
ecessors in the pulpit, despite their 
lack of modern knowledge, succeeded 
ihn transforming their fellow men. 
have seen hardened sinners converted 
into reputable citizens and spiritually 
determined believers by preaching 
which emphasized the central reality 
of God’s redemptive power in Jesus 
Christ. But in every case that power 
reigned in the soul of the preacher. 

What he proclaimed was the spon- 
taneous outpouring of a fervent spirit, 
aflame with the holy passion of sacri- 
ficial love. <A firm intellectual skele- 
ton often lay beneath his appeals, but

Progress shows that the obser- 
vations of our five senses upon 
which we base conclusions (call- 
ing those conclusions facts) are 
not the complete truth, but only 
our conception of the truth. These 
observations have varied from 
time to time with the growth of 
knowledge. Do what we call facts 
exist outside of our mental con- 
cepts as* realities in themselves, 
or do they exist only as mental 
concepts? 

To put a concrete example: A 
tree falling in the forest makes a 
sound, if there is an ear to hear 
it, but if there is no ear there is 
no sound. 

What do you think of that ar- 
gument? 

No one can go outside of his own 
experience and watch that experience 
actually taking place. Every individ- 
ual is necessarily the center of his or 
her own world. If a man has no con- 
scious knowledge of facts in the physi- 
cal world, those facts do not exist for 
him. That being so, to talk of what 
lies beyond our experience is simply 
pure abstraction. 

You must conceive something before 
you can discuss it, and the conception 
is your own mental act. You have 
to hear a tree fall before you can ask 
whether a falling tree makes a n>ise 
when there is no ear to hear. 

This interpretation of the ease re- 
gards every human experience as the 
completion of a process, We ceinpiete 
the process by attention. Other con- 
ditions besides attention attest the ex- 
perience, but those conditions are not 
sufficient in themselves to produce it. 
The human mind must add tue final 
phase. Potential sound becomes actual 
sound because we listen. 

The perception of sound is therefore 
an experience which is a eomplex of 
two factors. . The real problem is not 
with the hypothetical character of the 
“given” factor, but with the vompleted 
experience. Truth is in what we say 
about facts which exist only as we 
also exist. Once you understand this 
philosophy you will see that the must 
significant thing in the world is nut 
that. which is known, but the person 
who knows it. All this may sound 
rather stiff and academic, nevertheless 
on careful review I think you will 
see the argument, and once it is 
grasped it becomes a key to unlock 
many closed doors.

THE COURTS SANCTION 
PASTEURIZED MILK. 
The courts in seven or eight states, 
including California, Conecticut and 
New York, have passed on the ques- 


tion of the validity of health ordi- 
nances or requirements for the pas- 
teurization of miJk sold within the 
city limits, and th nearly every in- 
Stance the courts have upheld the 
right of the local health authorities 
to enforce such a rule, | 

In Missouri, I am glad to note. a 
court «decision (Knese vy. Kinsey, 1926, 
314 Mo. 80,282 S.W. 437) held that 
raw milk is as good if not better than 
pasteurized and that it is possible to 
produce it in a sanitary manner, I'Jl 
Say 1¢ is—at least I believe it is. At 
the same time, I know it is necessary 
to pasteurize most *of-the milk that 
|purports to be “pure,” in order to kill 
off the disease germs that are quite 
likely to be present in even the rich- 
est milk or that delivered in the 
niftiest containers, 

In Connecticut (State ex rel. Shel- 
ton v. Edwards, 1929) the court up- 
held or declared valid a city ordi- 
nance making it unlawful to sell 
milk unless it was from tuberculin- 
tested cattle or had been pasteurized. 

In New York, the supreme court 

(Lang’s Creamery, Inc., y. City of Ni- 
gara Falls et al., 167 N. E. 464) did 
not follow the Missouri decisian, but 
declared that “Whatever may be said 
of other methods of insuring whole- 
Someness in milk, pasteurization in 
these days concededly tends to render 
milk whelesome,” 
_ In nearly every court decision relat- 
ing to ther question the court excepts 
certified milk though now and then 
the opinion is sweeping and “all milk 
sold” in the city is required to be 
pasteurized. 

I should want any milk I might buy 

for use in my own home to be pas- 
teurized unless it was certified. If [ 
could afford or obtain certified milk, 
I should certainly resent the unreas- 
onable or unjust regulation or law 
that would subject even the whole- 
some, safe milk to pasteurization. 
_ Pasteurization means simply heat- 
ing the milk to a temperature suffi- 
cient to kill tubercle, typhoid, or oth- 
er disease germs that may be in the 
milk. As a rule the milk is heated to 
140 or 145 degrees F., héld at that 
temperature 2U minutes, then allowed 
to cool again. No matter how un- 
wholesome or contaminated the milk 
may be, after pasteurization it be- 
comes safe to drink. But let there he 
no misunderstanding about the na- 
ture or purpose of pasteurization; it 
kills the disease germs in the milk, if 
there are any in it. That ig all it 
(loes, at least that is all of a bene- 
ficial character. We know that pas- 
teurization impairs the yitamin value 
of milk: and I suspect, but do not 
know and canont prove, that it like- 
wise lessens the nutritive value of the 
milk, not in calories, but in biologic 
value, 

Therefore I'll take certified milk if 
I ean have it, unpasteurized, of course. 
Or even plain raw milk, if I know 
it comes from tuberculin-tested cows, 
or from goats (that are virtually im- 
mune from tuberculosis) or even from 
a neighbor whose cow is apparently 
healthy and whom I believe to be 
healthy and cleanly himself. This last 
alternative is possible only for one 
living in the country or a village. All 
city milk, except certified milk, ought 
to be pasteurized as a matter of pub- 
lie safety. A little fresh fruit juice 
daily will supply the essential vita- 
mins that are destroyed when milk 


is pasteurized.

IN JAMAICA GINGER. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—(4)— 
|A drink of’ crude carbolic acid or 
creosote and alcohol flavored with 
ginger and sold by unscruputous boot- 
leggers as Jamaica ginger was said 
by Prohibition Commissioner Doran 
‘today to be the concoction that had 
/caused hundreds of cases of paralysis 
'in southern and southwestern states. 


The commissioner made his an- 
nouncement after prohibition bureau 
chemists had tested more than a hun- 
dred samples of “Jamaica ginger” col- 
lected ir localities where cases of 
'paralysis have been reported. He said 
‘that while it was hard to understand 
-how .any one of the ingredients in 
‘the mixture alone could have caused 
‘the paralysis, the combination had re- 
| sulted in quick paralysis to those who 
had used it as a beverage. 

Tests made by the bureau chemists, 
' the commissioner said, showed that 
‘three-fourths to seven-eighths of the 
solyl contents of the drink had been 
‘either creosote or carbolic acid and 
tiat the acoholic content-was as high 
as SO or VO per cent. 

“Some scheming bootlegger who 
wanted to get rich quick devised the 
mixture and distributed it widely in 
the southern and southwestern states, 
where biting drinks have always been 
a favorite,” Doran said. ‘We have 
traced the stuff to three focal points, 
two of which are in Cincinnati and 
St. Louis, and we expect to follow 
the trail until we have the perpetra- 
| tors under arrest. 

“The mixture is little better than 
‘sheep dip’ used to disinfect flocks of 
sheep.”

FRENCH LACE-MAKERS 
PROTEST U. 5. TARIFE 


CALAIS, March 28.—(#)—Nearly 
20,000 persons marched through the 
streets of Calais today in a huge dem- 
onstration of protest against the new 
American duties on lace. 

Another 40,000 gathered from over 
the countryside to watch the orderly 
procession, headed by the entire mu- 
nicipal personnel, local magistrates 
and members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and they marched to the city 
hall to present resolutions of protest 
to Mayor Louis Vincent.

When the sanitary de- 
partment was turned over to him a 
few years ago he modernized the 
equipment, enlarged the incinerating 
facilities, bought motor trucks to take 
the place of the slower, mule-drawn 
carts, and increased the efficiency ot 
the department to such an extent that 
he doubled the service to the city, 
thereby helping the appearance of the 
citys streets and contributing to 
health conditions.

PLANNED BY FARMERS 


Movement for New Organi- 
zation Launched at Way- 
cross Meeting. 


WAYCROSS, Ga.. March 28.—The 
growth of the poultry industry in 
Georgia has brought about a move- 
ment for the fermation of a poultry 
co-operative organization, farm agents 
and agricultural leaders of approxi- 
mately 15 south Georgia counties hav- 
ing discussed the matter in detail at a 
conference held here Friday, following 
an agricultural meeting Thursday in 
the interest of federal loans for storm 
and flood-stricken areas. 

Georgia is shipping upproximately a 
million and a half dollars’ worth of 
poultry out of the state annually, and 
the industry is growing rapidly with 
the expansion of the plan of co-opera- 
| tive sales through the use of pick-up 
‘cars, state college of agriculture lead- 
ers pointed out. This places Georgia 
in the ranks of a commercial poultry 
state, which is a marked change over 
conditions that existed in past years 
when Georgia did not produce any- 
thing like enoughe chickens and eggs 
for her own consumption. 

Farm Board Representative Speaks. 

“In organizing a poultry co-opera: 
tive association you should forestall 
professional organizers and _ political 
organizers who are waiting around the 
corner now for an opportunity to start 
just such a thing in Georgia,” said M. 
C. Gay. a representative of the fed- 
eral farm board, who was one of the 
principal speakers at the meeting. 

“A co-operative should be formed 
for the benefit of its members and not 
professional organizers. Go ahead and 
form the organization yourselves. And 
do it while the time is right.” Mr. 
Giay said to the large assemblage of 
farmers.

Phil Campbell, extension director of 
the state college of agriculture; G. L. 
Cauffman, representative of the Yarm- 
ers’ Seed Loan Association; J. H.

The defence claims that prosecuting |
